Moslem uprising threatens

MANILA, ~- Philippine Army en-

build the devastated capital of Jolo 
Island despite Moslem rebel acti-

Defence Secretary Juan Ponce- 
Exrile said the government was in 
full control of the eight towns on 
the {sland 2,050 ims. south of Ma- 
nila after 10 days of fighting. Off- 
cial casualties were placed in the 
hundreds but unofficial reports said 
thousands were feared killed in the 
fighting. 

Enrile said Army engineers flew 
to Jolo earlier this week to restore 
power and water services and re- 
build residents’ homes after the re- 
bels burned more than half of the 
eapital to cover their retreat last 
week, 

Casualties in 10 days of tin; 
in Jolo reached more’ than 560 an ne 
cording to official military sources, 
with the rebels suffering 250 killed. 
Army casualties were put at 26 
while about 200 civilians were killed. 

The uprsing by the Moslem re- 
bels in the Southern Philippines 

a threat to this Christian 
nation’s unity and its contro] of 
potentially rich oil fields. It began 
More than 2 year ago with Mos- 
lems charging religious discrimina- 
tion, but it blossomed into a move- 
ment for an independent Moslem 
state in Mindanao and an island 
chain In the Sulu Sea. 

The focal point of the fighting 
has been Jolo in the chain of islands 


that stretches from Mindanao to- 
ward Sabah, the state in Borneo 
belonging to Moslem Malaysia. At 
the roots of the rebellion were this 
geography and Moslem-Christian re- 
ligious animosity dating back to co- 
Jonial times. 

Eighty-five per cent of the Phi- 
lippines' 35 million people are Ro- 
man Catholics. The area once was 
totally Moslem, but Christian set- 
tlers began moving into the South 
from the overcrowded North when 
the U.S. took over the Philippines 
in 1888 after more than 300 years 
of Spanish rule. Now the huge south- 
ern island of Mindaneo is domi- 
nantly Christian except for scat- 
tered areas. Of the elght million 
people living im the troubled south- 
em area, an estimated two.to four 
million are Moslems. 


SOLO IMPORTANT 


Although small — no more than 
800 square miles with a pre-rebel- 
lion population of 425,000 — Jolo 
is deeply significant to the rebellion. 


For centuries, Jolo was the capital 
of the independent Moslem Sulu 
Sultanate which traded and imposed 
its will on nearby areas in what is 
now Southern and Central Min- 
danao and Malaysia's Sabah The 
Sabah Chief Minister, Tun Musia- 
pha, was ‘born in the Sulus.
